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The United States Supreme 
Court and the Kentucky Court of 
Appeals, having dissolved other 
injunctions sought to prevent in- 
creased telephone rates. Judge 
Shackelford on Friday dissolved 
the injunction he had granted 
faring the recent term of circuit 
«oiut tqx>n motion of the dty of 
Ricftmcod,' seeking' to - prevent 
fdlone rate raises here. A formal 
order was entered by Judge 
Shackelford, citing the action of 
the two higher courts. He made 
a notation, however, that the in- 
junction is set aside with the 
right Jto the plaintiff, ■^e city of. 
Richmond, to make a motion to 
have it reinstated at any time it 
may see proper. 

Thus ends legal steps for 'the 
present, in the local courts to pre- 
vent the increased telephone rates 
for the city patrons. The new 
rates have gone into effect this 
month and next bills sent to tele- 
phone subscribers will be on the 
basis of .$3.75 per irionth for bus- 
iness phones and $2.00 for resi- 
dences. Many phone subscribers 
are saying that if Richmond must 
pay these rates, she should have 
the central energy system , by 
which ringing of the bell to call 
"central" is unnecessary. Dan- 
ville, Winchester, and many other 
towns the size of Richmond have 
this improvement, and are paying 
the same' rate as Richmond. It 
is .understood that the telephone 
management will soon make a 
proposition to the officials of 
Richmond covering installation of 
tiiis systt^ %n4 <>ther hnprove- 
ments, and it is being 'oagerly 
awaited,, and will be scanned with 
interest.

Louisville, Ky., Jane S— Kentucky's 
battle scarred flag, carried by Ken- 
tucky pioneers until they surrendered 
to the British and Indians at the Bat- 
tle of the River Raisin in Michigan 
in the war of 1812, may be returned 
from England where it was taken 
when the British army departed from 
AAoerlca. 

The Kentadians* battle standard, 
01^ which is written part of the state's 
motto— "United We Stand"— is the 
erab1«n which Major Sir Evelyn 
WeiMdi, one of the founders of the 
English Speaking Union, recaitly dis- 
covered hanging in the chapel of the 
Royal Hospital at Chelsea, London, 
nlong with other captured flags.

Hie prolonged and excessive wet 
weather tbroaghoat May has retarded 
the planting: of crops, says the June 
report ,of the Staliie> As^rieoltare De- 
partment, jost isBOt^- "Wifk 22 days 
of rain in May, preparation vf the 
soil for planting of crops has been 
next to impossible. Wheat is some- 
what damaged and not as high a 
jdeld is expected as the early condi- 
tions warranted. However, the con- 
diti<m as a state average is 94 per 
een^ whieh is 6 per -cent less than this 
tfmje last ywil*. Eye shows up some- 
what better with a conditian o$ 97 
percent as compared with 99 per cent 
in 1918. Barley is an exeeptionaHy 
f-mall crop in this state and but few 
reports are made on same. Condi- 
tion i.s given at 95 per cent 

Anticipated acreage of comi is 
given at 98 per cent. Owing to the 
continued Aid wet weather, the prepa- 
ration of the ground was 'greatly de- 
layed 9;id the condition of ground 
of Jane l»t mw 86 per cent. It is 
estimate tiiai 81 cent of- plant- 
ing of com has>1ieen done, but some 
ground remains yet anbroken. Con- 
dition of growing com is 72 p«r cpnt. 
Some replanting of early corn will be 
necessary in localities. 

Oat.s is 91 cent per which is 6 per 
cent lower than last year, while con- 
dition is 95 per cent. Hemp acreage 
has fallen ver>' low with practically 
about 1-10 of reports coming in on 
this crop as is customar^^ The fe^v 
reports give the acreage . at 41 prr 
cent, with its/condition at 92. The 
est im a t e acreage pliumed of burley 
tobacco is 97 per cent, wUch is 15 per 
cent less than last yeai^s estimate, 
Condition of plants is 88 per cent 
with about 81 per cent of crop set 
Dark tobacco acreage planned i.o 
given at ,82 per cent, which is 10 per 
cent les.s than estimated in 1918. Con 
dition of plants is given at 90 per 
cent with 34 per cent of crop set. 
Blue grass, 96 per cent. 
Clover, 93 per cent. 
Orchard grass, 93 per cent. 
Alfalfa, M;, pe^cent. 
First cntting^^ alfalfa has made a 
fair yield. 

The general oollook for yield of bay 
is given at 84 per cent. 

Expected 'acreage of soy beans is 
90 per cent, while of cow peas is 83 
per cent. 

Live stock show in good condition, 
the same being 97 per cent of nor- 
mal, while poultrv only shows at 80 
per cent. 

The early frost has proven very 
disastroas to fruit in most localities, 
and a short crop may be expected 
with the exception. «rf.b]ack berries. 
Conditions of fruits qto follows:. 
Apples, .51 per cent. 
Peaches, 54 per cent. 
Pears, 48 per cent. 
Plums, 59 per cent. ^ • ' 

Grapes, 65 per cent. 
Blackberries, 101 per cent. 
Only about 67 per cent of a straw- 
berry crop was reported. 

Garden oonditioBS are low, owing to 
the wet season. C<»diti«m of same 
ai-e given at 78 per cent, wMe pota- 
toes are given at 89 per cent Pota- 
to acreage shows at 98. 

The exceptional seasonable weather 
prevailing the first week' in June 
finds the farmers of the state busy in 
their eager endeavors to get caught 
up in their much retarded task of 
preparing the ground and planting 
the crops. Farm labor is still scarce
